A SHORTER COLLEGE COURSE. 

Sum* Radlenl Views of President Patton, 
of Princeton. 

Princeton, N. J.. April 4. -The 
March number of the Princeton college 
bulletin, a quarterly rec rd and review 
edited by 1 resident l atton and mem- 
bers of the faculty, contains a most in- 
ter, sting arti le by i resident Patton on 
"The . ho i-t ening of the CoLege Course. " 
In it the president says: 

'•Boys Bhould leave the preparatory 
school a year earlier than they do, and 
they should graduate as bachelors of 
arts a year younger than they ordinarily 
are. 'then after three years in the 
prosecution of special or professional 
study they would take their degree 
of i h. U. or receive their diplomas ia 
law, medicine and theology. I do 
not think, however, that this end 
could be iso well attained by shortening 
the college course and here I am in ac- 
cord with President Oilman . oinn 
Hopkins . The work usually done in the 
freshman year of our colleges can be 
better done in college than in the school, 
it must be remembered, too, that a 
large part of a college education, and in 
so. ue respects the best part, grows out 
of the conditions of college residence 
and the intiu nee that i he students exert 
u on each other. To shorten the period 
of college life by taking a year out of 
the curriculum would be a seri .us loss 
to the graduates as well as to the college 
cori oratou. '

tendency of institutions that are con- 
ducting only under gra iuate courses of 
stu y to call themsel es '•universities." 
He adds that institutions that call them- 
iselvas colu ges are many of th in al-

I was in two houses t ris 
afternoon where they threatened to at- 
tack lire, until I addressed them in their 
own tongue. In one house 1 saw Ave 
guns and a number of lev^lvers. In 
the Othi r 1 saw three guns and leTi ral 
revolvers. i<ive out of every leu of 
tht.-e men have served in the ar.iiies of 
the old country, and they know what 
soldiers are. 'Ihey say that the soldiers 
who have been brought here are simply 
workingmen like them?e.ves and will 
not interfere with their inowinents. 
In of their papuis of to-day that I 
picked up, was an article saying they 
need not be afraid i f the militiamen, 
who were novices and did not know 
any more about warfare than the 
strikers themselves. 'J hey also know 
about all the members of the Tenth 
regiment and 1 hea d them ridiculing 
them to-day. So lar as 1 have discov- 
ered there U going to be trouble and it 
will come within the next two days. 
All of the Hungarians are in a danger- 
ous mood over the killing of their 
fellow-workmen at Worewood, which 
they claim was entirely unjustifiable. 

Every precaution is being taken by 
the military to avert any further 
trouble. 

Private Kellar's warning has created a 
great deal of excitement and sentinels 
are now being placed at every point 
where trouble might be expected. 

With the militia hurrying throngh 
the street-, and restless, nervous strikers 
crowding about the sidewalKs and 
c.oadngs, Mount Pleasant is a deci ledly 
a lively place. The p esence of the 
soidlers has, to an extent, driven away 
the uneasy feeling. Still there is too 
much uncertainty for comfort. 

Another deadly conflict will not sur- 
prise anyone here. The strike s aie in 
a sullen mood. The ev idence before the 
coroner's jury, tending a it does to 
show that the falal bring was hasty, 
has enraged them and the.r suppressed 
wrath may t» e hie at any time. Not 
less than <\000 nrners hung around 
town all day, and the main street in 
front of the armory, where two com- 
panies are stationed, was choked up 
from morning until night. 

A collision between two strikers and 
an insolent roldier occurred near the 
Baltimore and Ohio depot yesterda- 
morning. '1 he guardsman was worsted 
in the tight and was taken off bv friends. 
The fight tended to unsettle the general 
feeling and was accepted as an alarming 
indication. 

Ex-Beeretary Robert Wa f chorn and 
Vice President Penna, of the L nited 
Mine workers, returned here yesterday. 
They held a conference in Pittsbug 
Thursday nighl , and decided to continue 
the strike more de erminedly than ever. 
"'I he killing of these men," said Penna, 
"has strengthened our p sition ten fold. 
We are determined not to lay down. If 
the operators are to b- armed to protect 
property, and under that pre ense shoot 
d< wn men on the highways, it is time 
th • men were armed to protect their 
own nve^." 

At a big meeting held here yesterday 
afternoon strong resolutions were adop - 
ed denouncing the killing of the men at 
More wood. 

The funeral of the victims of Tin. r 
day mornings sho uting will likelv < < > 01 
Saturday, i eter Wise says the entire 
coke country will turn out, and that 
about that time the people must take 
care. He «?ayB the buriul of the dead 
will furnish lenewed incentive for the 
activity of the living. 

General Manager Lynch and Superin- 
tendent Ramsay appeared befoie 'Squire 
McCaleb yesterday afternoon and ac- 
knowledged Bervice of warrants issued 
by the strikers' leaders, charging them 
with accessories betore the fact to the 
felonious shooting of the strikers. They 
entered bail in the amount of $800 each 
for a hearing next week. 

Oiderlrs; the Kol.il r« on Duty. 

Hakuisbi u<\ la, April 4.- The ad- 
jutant generals department yesterday 
afternoon issued an official order to (Jen. 
W iley directing that the Tenth regi- 
ment go to the support of the sheriff. 
He also issued an onler that the Eigh- 
teenth regiment be placed tin er arms. 
The orders of the adjutant general 
directs Gen. W iley to render all aid 
possible to the sheri.t in the restoration 
of peace and the enlorc ement of the 
laws. Gen. Wiley is instructed to give 
strict orders to the troops that no tiring 
is to be resorted to unless by order of 
the officer in command, and said officer 
shall not give such order until every 
other means of restoring order has been 
exhausted. The commanding officer 
will call upon the strikers to dispose in 
all cases before firing upon them, but if 
they refuse he is empowered to order 
the troops under his command to open 
fire and kee p it up until the mob has 
fled. This order is dated last night, but 
now that the emergency has passed 
Gen. Wiley is directed to send in bills 
for the payment of the troops.
